Cases of contagious diseases reported: Diphtheria 20, enteric fever 19, 
scarlet fever 69, measles 6, smallpox 4, and tuberculosis 26. 

San Diego. — Month of December, 1908. Estimated population, 
40,000. Total number of deaths, 63, including diphtheria 1, and 9 
from tuberculosis. Cases : Scarlet fever 3, diphtheria 6, enteric 
fever 2. 

Connecticut. — Month of November, 1908. Reports to the state 
board of health from 167 towns, having an aggregate population of 
1,037,346, show as follows: Total number of deaths from all causes 
1,273, including measles 6, scarlet fever 3, diphtheria 26, whooping 
cough 9, enteric fever 20, and 108 from tuberculosis. Cases: Measles 
247 in 30 towns, scarlet fever 95 in 34 towns, dipththeria 249 in 45 
towns, whooping cough 131 in 14 towns, enteric fever 56 in 24 towns, 
and tuberculosis 83 in 31 towns.
